SITUATION EXPLAINED 


Isolation wing at the Royal Alex- 
andra hospital is the only inst tu- 


tion to handle communicable 
disease cases not originating in 
the Calgary area, Dr. Little in- 


formed the health board. 

Although responsibility for pro- 
viding hospitalization in this wing 
does not extend outside Edmonton, 
for many years the city has hos- 


pitalized cases from the entire 
central and northern parts 
Alberta. 


This outside service, Dr. Little 
reported, “has been a troublesome 
problem to beth the health‘ and 
hospital boards.” 

Cost of maintaining an isolation 
hospital is much higher than ordin- 
ary hospital service. The reason is 
that communicable diseases are of 
an epidemic nature and ebb and 
ow sharply 

This necessitates maintenance of 
staff at top strength at all times, 
and also beds must be kept in 
readiness. 

Dr. Little reported that country 
eases arrive mainly without notice 
and even if the isolation wing is 
crowded, these cases cannot be 
turned away. Last week three such 
cases arrived although no proper 
accommodation was available . 

As rural municipalities are bene- 
fitting from the hospital service, Dr 


Little said, they should contribute | 


to the upkeep casts, 
He suggested the provincial gov- 


ernment should make contribution | 
to the hospital upkeep, and allo-; 
cate the grants to affected muni-|
